Report of the General Secretary for the year 2004 — 05

Respected President, distinguished guests, delegates from different parts of the country, and 
participants. 
It is a great pleasure for me to extend to all of you deep respect, sincere gratitude and warm 
welcome on behalf of All India Science Teachers’ Association (AISTA). 
AISTA was formed at Taradebi, Himachal Pradesh, in June, 1956 by science teachers, science — 
educators and scientist of the country. This is the pre-golden jubilee celebration and 40" An- 
nual Conference. 
The activities of the association include organizing seminars, symposia and workshops for teachers 
and students, Science Talent Search and Aptitude Test (SATST), Quiz, Talks, debates, sit and 
draw competition for students, publication of news letters, booklets, enrichment materials, 
journals (Vigyan Shikshak) and holding collaborative programmes with international, National 
and state level organizations like ICASE, CASTME, NCSTC, SCERT and State Boards of Sec- 
ondary Education etc. 
National Scenario : 
The much awaited India Science Report is finally out. It exposes several mismatches between policy 
and action. The report points out that the enrolment for science degree has actually gone up from 
28.8% in 1995 —96 to 34.6% in 2003 — 04. But the report has alarmed us about the quality of science 
teaching. While two – third of students of classes 6 to 8 said they were satisfied with the teaching, this 
figure fell to just 40% in class 11 and 12. There is a drastic decline in enrolment for higher education 
in natural science, arts and commerce compared to 1995—2000. The share of science post graduates, 
among all the unemployed that have studied upto Masters degree level, is 62.8%. 
In 92nd Science Congress, 2005, the Hon’ble Prime Minister of India, Dr. Manmohan Singh, has 
assured to improve the quality of teaching and increase the enrollment of students in science at 
school level. Since it is found that intellectual and technological capability is being concentrated 
only іп а small part of the population, every effort should be made to attract and retain capable 
people. 
There is a missing link in National Curriculum Framework 2005 and it is evident that ‘radical 
change with school curriculum without changing the central reality of teachers in Indian class» 
rooms can do little to alter educational processes and outcomes’. 
Report of the last annual conference 
The 39" Annual Conference of AISTA was held at Women’s Training College, North of Gandhi 
Moidan, Patna— 800001 from 26^ December to 28" December, 04. The reports of the conference 
along with recommendations have been published in ‘Vigyan Shikshak’. We are thankful to the 
organizing committee of Bihar for making the conference a grand success. 
The focal theme of the onference was ‘Scientific and Technological Awareness (STA) for All. 
Professor J. N. Chatterjea, DSC, FNA, Emenitus Professor, Patna University delivered the inau- 
gural address and talkd on the topic ‘A Good Teacher is an Asset of the Society.’ Professor 
VinayKumar Kantha, a scientist and an eminent educationist talked on *The New Perspectives 
of Science Educations' and discussed on the focal theme of the conference. Sm Vijay Prakash, 
LA.S., Secretary Primary and Adult Education, Bihar, delivered the Chief Guest's Address. 
Professor Rajmani Prasad Sinha, Vice Chancellor of LN MU, Darbhanga, gave his illuminating 
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speech on the occasion. After the presentation of the General Secretary's report by М.М. Chel, 

Dr. S.N. Giri, president, AISTA gave his inspiring presidential address. 

Joshi Memorial Lecture was delivered by Professor R. P Singh, Patron of AISTA on ‘Dr A. C. 

Joshi was a Repository of All Human Values”. Prof Amitabh Ghosh, Director, Bihar Council of 

Science and Technology and Indira Gandhi Planetarium, Patna asked the students to be aware 

of the development of science and technology. Others dignitaries who took part in the delibera- 

tions were the following.

In the presentation sessions, different speakers placed their research based papers mainly on the 

focal theme of the conference. 

AISTA activities at a glance 

i) We are conducting Science Aptitude and Talent Search Test (SATST) for all students of 
CBSE and ICSE syllabus. 

Owing to some communication gap, the activities of different state chapters could not be 
documented properly. The activities of State Chapters of West Bengal, Bihar and Maharastra 
deserve special mention. 

ii) Two of our members presented their papers in epiSTEME - I held at Goa on 13-17 Dec, 
2004 organised by Homi Bhaba Centre for Science Education TIFR, Mumbai. 

ii) Our members participated actively in two seminars held in Mumbai and Delhi conducted 
by NCSTC - Network, India. 

iv) Indifferent centres student programmes were organized for science - awareness- activities, 
like hand on experiments, science exhibitions; dissemination of scientific concepts through 
dance - drama competition. 

v) “Year of Physics’ is being observed in different schools in collaboration with State Council 
of Educational Research and Training, West Bengal. 

vi) Someofthe members of our association are entrusted in training school and degree level 
curriculum in science and mathematics Under Board of Secondary Education, Netaji Subhas 
Open University, Rabindra Mukta Vidyalaya, Distance Education Centre etc. 

vii) We have published the journals ‘Vigyan Shikshak’ for the year 2004 — 05. 

It is clear from the audited report of the statement of accounts that the condition of our financial 

situation is quite unsatisfactory. 

The focal theme of the conference is ‘Improvement of Teaching Physical Sciences" the sub- 

themes are 1) Frontiers of physical science education, 2) Process of content development, 3) 

Pedagogical issues, 4) Interdisciplinary approaches of teaching and 5) Process of evaluation. 

It is expected that eminent speakers, science teachers and teacher educators will deliberate on 

the theme from different angles. We hope that the outcome of the conference would shed extra 

light on the process of curriculum development in science education. 


° Proposed Paper Presentation 
No. 1 : Using the Kitchen as a Resource for Teaching and Learning Science 


— Sudipta Ghose* 


Introduction: The quest for finding the perfect way to teach and learn science continues. Devel- 
opmental psychologists have propounded that for children, especially for those who are as yet 
not quite capable of abstractions, the best way of learning science would be by doing, i.e. by 
hands-on activities and experimentation. This at once raises the question of providing properly 
equipped laboratories in all schools and all classes. Although highly desirable, such a situation is 
unthinkable in a country like India where it has not yet been possible to ensure that there are 
enough schools for all children or even to provide the requisite infrastructure in the existing 
schools. Provision of hands-on activities and experiments in sophisticated laboratories will re- 
main a distant dream for a long time, at least in India. Nor is it essential. Indeed in our hankering 
for facilities, we often ignore other possibilities. The spirit of science cannot necessarily be ob- 
tained from gleaming laboratories stocked with glittering apparatus and rows of bottles of chemi- 
cals. It has to be learned and internalized from everyday materials and experiences, right from 
the grassroots. The message of this article is that the most common materials and activities may 
be exploited for learning valuable lessons in science; and that often the simplest experiences may 
produce the most profound learning. 

The kitchen as a lab: The kitchen is an area, which exists, in some form or the other, almost 
everywhere: in the home, the school canteen, the restaurant and indeed even on the pavement. 
It is teeming with activities and processes from the realm of the physical sciences as well as the 
biological sciences. It is hard to imagine a child not having visited a kitchen and not having 
witnessed many of these activities. Even if one has, it is not hard to replicate them either in the 
school or in the home. 

This rich practical knowledge can be used as a springboard for the teaching of science. A teach- 
ing-learning process may be designed around phenomena and experiences the child is either 
already familiar with or can be provided with at low costs, easy availability and without long 
sessions of preparations. 

Kitchen science: Every activity and experience in the kitchen may be categorized in an area of 
science (arrangement of storing ingredients ~ ordering and classification; cleaning activities — 
solubility, hard and soft water, detergents, germs, contamination etc; stove — types of fuels, their 
efficiency, hot and cold air, smoke, etc; refrigerator — cooling processes, preservation of degrada- 
ble matter, states of matter; pressure cooker — relation between pressure and temperature; vessels 
~ types of metals, their properties) and many processes may have multiple and complex lessons to 
be learnt (analysis of cooking processes like softening of vegetables by prolonged boiling, steaming, 
baking, etc., kneading flour, making of rotis , making tea, yogurt; mixing of ingredients etc) and 
may demand levels of comprehension that range from elementary to higher levels. 
Advantageous alternative curriculum: It is possible to device an alternative curriculum using 
kitchen activities and experiences in such a way that the learners take a critical look at and ask 
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analytical questions about them. Such a curriculum will instruct and excite the inquisitive 
minds of youngsters and bring the excitement of active science discovery in their daily lives. 
Science will be learnt and understood in spite of economic and other constraints. Teaching will 
become more practical, students will learn to be investigators and find application of principles 
without enormous burden for the teachers. Learning by doing will be accessible even when the 
conditions for teaching are not conducive. Memorizing without understanding will cease and 
the path from simple to complex, concrete to abstract smoother. 

Conclusion: It may be argued that using kitchen activities and experiences for the teaching and 
learning of science is an attempt to provide a watered down science education but is in facta way 
of interrelating daily life with scientific facts and principles. It is far removed from the persisting 
method of chalk and talk and may be highly creative and productive. It surmounts structural 
problems and psychological barriers on the part of teachers and students to introduce and use 
pedagogic innovations. It will serve the purposes of not only those who wish to pursue a profes- 
sional career in science, it will perhaps also motivate others to do so and above all, it will equip 
everyone with enough fundamental knowledge so that they can think critically about the world 
around them, evaluate various claims and counter claims and make suitable choices.

Paper - I : Dr. Rabindra Nath Yadav presented his paper on the topic * Role of Educational 
Hosptal in Science" 

He emphasized on educational counseling or drop outs and hence included proper findings of 
distraction of the students from studies. He suggested on remedial measures. 

Paper - II : Dr. Santosh Mitra presented his paper on the topic * About science and about 
Technology" 
Extract :- Science is the knowledge about nature that reprents collective efforts, findings, in 
sights and wisdom of human race. The scientific method originated by Galileo Galilee and 
Frances Bacon is as follows: 

1. Recognisea problem 
2. Developing a hypothesis and to predict the consequences of the hypothesis. 


3. Performing experiments verifying predictions. 

4. Developing a theory. 
The right scientific attitude is to believe that in Science nothing is absolute. The theorems of 
science are not fixed but undergo changes going through stages of redefinetor nd refinement. 
Science and technology differ from each other. Science deal with discovering evidence and find- 
ing out relationship for observable phenomenon in nature. Technology is to serve peopel for 
modern era and further generation. The promise of technology is to provide us cleaner, healthier 
world for modern generations as well as further generation. In the changing world, expectations 
are changing but technology should not be used for destruction of our planet earth. 
Paper- Ш: Sushil Kumar presented his paper on the topic “Method of Presentation in Physics” 
He emphasized on selection of proper books, containing proper method of presentation in 
physics. 
Paper - IV : Ashok Kumar, Pushpa Jha, K.K. Verma presented this paper on the topic “ A study 
of prevalence of Entamoeba histolytia, Entamoeba coli and Giardia lambia in school going 
children of Khagaul Municipal Area, Danapur (Patna) 
Extract : Due to incrase in Environmen pollution the parasitic infection also inceases in going 
children to access the effect of Entamoeba hystolytica, Entamoeba coli and Giradia lamblia 
infection in the school going children of Khagaul Municipal area, Danapur (Patna), single stool 
samples of 106 subjects(Children) were examined. The incidence of Entamoeba histolytica, 
Entampoeba coli, Giardia lambila were found to be 10.03%, 10.22% and 8.43% respectively. 
Entamoeba histolytica is prevalent in tropical and subtropical countries. Prevelance of this 
parasite varies from 2.33% to 67.9%. Contamination of intestinal protozoan parasites in Danapur 
is moderate for the presence of safe drinking water supply, good sanitary conditions, the way of 
life style and little contamination of soil. The variation of result in different places are due to 
different climatic and environmental variables hygiene, housing condition etc. 
Paper- V : Sikha Mukherjee. Kolkata presented her paper on the topic “Use of Bio-technology 
to develop eco-friendly manure”. 
Extract: Bio-fertilisers are most effective, eco-friendly and renewable sources of plant nutrient to 
supplement chemical fertilizers in Green revolution. 
Vermitechnology produce good manure by using earthworm and waste material by promoting 
earthworm density and diversity and maintenance of agro environment waste material are car- 
ried by vehicles. Polythene are separated by tools. It is spread in sunlight for predigestion. After 
mixing cowdung with it, is transferred in u chamber. Earthworm is placed and O supply is 
maintained from bottom to upper level through pores. After spraying water to maintain mois- 
ture level, good manure is developed. Bio manures are used for developing good crop.

Suggestions: How to reach people? In villages with the help of Panchayet we can organise 

contacts and gathering. 

First we have to encash their previous knowledge. E.g. sunrise, season, tides, eclipses etc. We can 

organise ‘Role Play’ method to give the concept of rotation/revolution of Sun-Moon-Earth and 

eclipses (that can also help removing supporting beliefs) 

e Knowledge of the generally used plant products. 

e Use of domestic and field wastes. 

e School going children learning science could be utilized for convincing them of good food 
habits, physical exercises / yogas to keep themselves fit as well as preventing minor diseases. 

“ Women folk could be approach through woman volunteers to practice good hygienic hab- 
its, right food, science around them. Ultimately, they could boost the confidence of the 
women folk. : 

e Enact dramas on the life works of the Great Scientists e.g. Galileo, Darwin, Newton etc. 

e Bright young enthusiastic persons with science background could be picked up to act as 
volunteers. 

e Iradication of bad hygienic habits and superstition should get top priority. 

e Happenings of various natural events around us to be pointed e.g. storm, flood, environ- 
mental pollution, how to prevent and how to solve some local problems. Peoples’ active 
involvement is necessary. 

¢ People of various trades e.g. fisherman, farmer, carpenter, weaver etc. have their own prob- 
lems. We could meet them, listen to them and try to solve. 

* Providing reasonably safe drinking water to poor villagers сап be solved by guiding them 
make their water filter: Earthen pot having layers of stone, charcoal, sand. 

* Low cost “Sulav Toilet” can be provided which people can afford to avoid unhyginic habit 
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of going to field for latrine purpose. 
• Women volunteer force can approach and convince poor women folk the importance of good 
low cost balanced food for expecting mothers so that they can give birth to healthy babies.

The topic of discussion was “Development of Science and Technology Awareness through the 
curriculum of secondary education”. с 
Nine participants — five from Bihar & Orissa and four from W. B. , participated in the discussion. 
Asa parameter of “Awareness” programme, the group unanimously selected the topic “Super- 
stitions and their removal”. In the opinion of the group, unless the students or the public be- 
come free from dogma, superstition etc. the benefit of the development of science and technol- 
ogy would not reach them. Each of the participants jotted down two superstitions prevailing 
among the public аз also students and suggested the ways and means of removal of such super- 
stition through training in school or public platform. Among the major superstition some way 
noted as follows:

The proposal to form an Association of science teachers from all over India originated at the All 
India Seminar on the Teaching of Science in Secondary Schools held at Taradevi, Н.Р in June 
1956, under the auspices of the All India Council for Secondary Education 

Contacts made at Taradevi and the work done there proved so stimulating that before the par- 

ticipants of the Seminar dispersed they decided to have a permanent organisation, which should 

meet at least once a year in various parts of the countrv Thus the All INDIA Science Teachers 

Association was born. 

Since the first annual Conference held at Gwalior in December 1956, the association has met in 

different States in the country Aims of the Association are to : 

(a) Improve the teaching of science; 

(b) Foster research in science education; 

(c) Provide ап authoritative medium through which opinions of teachers of science may be. 
expressed on educational matter,- 

(d) Afford means of communication among people concerned with science education. 

The Association promotes its aims by : 

(a) National, state and local branch activities; 

(b) Publication of the journal VIGYAN SHIKSHAK in English and other languages; 

(c) Maintenance of a central administration; 

(d) Co-operation with other bodies responsible for particular aspects of science education such 
as the NCERT and SCERT; 

(e) Interchange of information and close liaison with scientific organizations; 

(© Maintaining liaison with Science Teachers’ Organisations in other countries, such as the 
National Science Teachers? Association U.S.A. The Association for Science Education, U.K., 
International Council of Association for Science Education (ICASE) and Asian Association 
for Biology Education (AABE); 

(g) Organisation of Study Groups, orkshops, Exhibitions, etc; 

Activities : 

1. The Association's activities are wholly devoted towards the promotión of science education 
and are recognised by the National Council of Educational Research and Training. State 
Councils of Educational Research and Training and several other organisations e.g. the 
Navodaya Vidyalaya Samiti. 

2. The Association holds Annual Conference each year usually towards the end of De- 
cember, in different cities of the country Krishanan Memorial Lecture and Joshi Memo- 
rial Lecture are delivered by distinguished scientists and educationists every year Teaching 
and science films are also screened. 

3. Regional activities are organized by branches. The scale of these is increasing each year. 
Some State branches organise state level conferences, lecture demonstrations series, science 
quiz contests, science fairs, science aptitude and talent tests 

4. An Asian Regional Seminar on Integrated Environment Science was held in New Delhi by 
the Association in 1978 in cooperation with UNESCO and ICASE. About ten Asian coun- 
tries participated and a report was prepared. This report has been noted by several U.N. 
agencies and National Environmental Associations of different countries. 
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5. AnAsian Symposium on Biology Education was organised in December 1988, in coopera- 
tion with ICASE, UNESCO and AABE 

6. The Association presented papers to Asian Regional Seminars on low-cost science equip- 
ment held in Phillipines in 1979 and out-of school science activities held in Singapore in 
1980. 

7. Many members of the Association are engaged in conducting research studies on various 
problems of Science Education 

$ The Association is a founder member of ICASE and participates in its activities. Shri B.G. 
Pitre, Ex President of AISTA was the Chairman of the Council for one term, 1976-79.
